Less 
than ten years afterwards, in 1904, 
that is to say, he was chosen Premier 
of Cape Colony. 

His .was, of course, a political of- 
So was that which caused 
Sir Charles Gavan Duffy; some’ time 
Premier of Yéttoria, to be branded as 
a felon. He was implicated in the 
Irish rebellion of 1848, a fact. which 
was afterwards to gain him the enthu- 
silastic support—and the votes—of all 
his compatriots jn Australia when he 
elected to go in for politics, 

Anothér: Australian Premier who 
did time was Sir Charles Dibbs. He 
served a sentence in Darlinghurst 
Jail, Sydney, for contempt of Cour:. 
Afterwards, when a-turn of #yrtune’s3 
wneel made him Prime Min'ste: of 
New South Wales, he had tv appoint 
a new Governo: of Darlinghurst. He 
selected for the post the warder who 
had’ charge-of_him as a -prisoner.. 

Edward Gibbon Wakefield, another 
famous Australian statesraan, was 
actually at one time a convict, his 
offente being ‘the’abduction ‘of an 
-hefress, a fairly common erime in Eng- 
land seventy or eighty years ago, but 
one which the law always regardsad 
seriously ani punished severely. The 
Australians of his day, howéver, were 
many of them ex-convicts or the des- 
cendants of such, and these did not 
regard his offence as reflecting on his 
honour in any way, while thé roman- 
tic circumstances surrounding it gain- 
ed him many sympathizers among 
the ordinary colonists. On his re- 
lease these rallied round *im, and be- 
fore long he became the most power- 
ful political. personage in the sub- 
continent. 

Yet another old convict who rose 
through politics to high honor in Aus- 
tralia, after having served out there 
the sentence of imprisonment passed 
on him, was Dr. O'Doherty. He 
was convicted and transported for 
treason, and on his release he became 
a popular hero. He sat in both 
Houses in the Queensland Parliament, 
and afterwards filled several high of- 
ficial posts in that colony.
